U. S. Commissioner J. D. Jones, 
the best known lawyers in Kentucky, has 
been removed from office by Judge Burr 
of the U. 8. Circuit Court for making 
fraudulent claims for fees. 

He is past GO years of age, aud has had 
several important offices, having once 
been the Prosecuting Attorney in his 
county. Mr. Jones lives at Grayson. Car 
ter county. 

He was appointed Commissioner six 
yesrs ago. Tbe Irregular claim was sent 
to District Attorney Smith In Louisville 
on July 4lh. He found by comparison of 
the records that Jones hsd sentin a claim 
for the quarter beginning January 1st and 
nding March Mtk, lH*t. in which the 
ases tried by him were represented to 
avc been tried M separate days, whereas 
be had really tried three or four cast s on 
the same day.

The Committee on Law submitted a 
proposition to amend a section of the 
Constitution defining what applications 
shall not be received. The s 



bartenders, agents for snd employe* of 
breweries and distilleries, hotel pro- 
prietors, restaurant keepers or grocers 
who have bars attached to their places of 
business, or any Individual who may be 
personally engaged in the manufacture 
or retailing of alcoholic liquors.
